ZULU SAYS NAMIBIA'S INDEPENDENCE VITAL TO ZAMBIA 
Lusaka ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL in English 26 Aug 80 p 3 


[Text] Zambia will only claim to be a free Frontline State when Namibia 
attains her independence, Secretary of State for Defense and Security, 
Mr Grey Zulu, said yesterday. 


Mr. Zulu said despite the fact that Zimbabwe was an independent state now, 
Zambia could not claim to be all that free as she still shared borders with 
racist regimes. 


The Defense and Security chief said this at the Lusaka International Air- 
port where he met Romania's Vice-Prime Minister, Mr Nicolai Constantin, 
who was in transit from Zimbabwe. 


However, Mr Zulu explained that the Zambia Zimbabwe border which used to be 
hostile during the liberation struggle had now turned into a peaceful area 
which was great for all peace loving nations. 


"But we cannot claim to be totally free until such a time when Namibia will 
become an independent state also, then we shall be able to dance to the 
tune of freedom," he said. 


Mr Zulu described Mr Constantin's visit to Zimbabwe as a great success 
especially that not long time ago the racists in that country continued to 
believe they would remain in control for over 2,000 years. 


“This is the reason why we shall continue to appreciate the assistance you 
gave the Zimbabwean people during their independence struggle. Their 
success is our success too,” Mr Zulu added. 


On the co-operation between Romania and Zambia, Mr Zulu said this should be 
strengthened especially in the food production the latter has launched. 


In reply, Mr Constantin pledged his country's continued assistance to 
Zambia in the development of her economy and culture. 








He assured the Zambian government that apart from tractors and other vehicles 
which have already arrived in the country, Romania would continue supplying 
Zambia with other machines she may need for her social and economic develop- 
ment. 


Mr Constantin also praised the relationship between the two countries and 
said this should be strengthened further at all levels. 


On his trip to Zimbabwe, he said the discussions he held with that country's 


Prime Minister Mr Robert Mugabe, President Canan Banana and other govern- 
ment officials were fruitful.

MALI OFFICIAL CALLS FOR INTERNATIONAL AID TO SAHEL 
AB171036 Bamako Domestic Service in French 1500 GMT 15 Aug 80 


{Excerpts} The president of the republic, Gen Moussa Traore, who is 

the current chairman of the CILSS [Interstate Committee for the Fight 
Againat Drought in the Sahel) conference of heads of estate and government, 
this morning at the Maison du Peuple gave an important press conference 
on the food situation in the Sahel countries. On this occasion, the head 
of state was with members of the Central Executive Bureau and the govern- 
ment, as well as representatives of democratic organizations, the diplo- 
matic corps and international organizations. Right at the beginning 

of the press conference, Gen Moussa Traore placed the topic of the 
meeting in the context of the tragic food situation plaguing the Sahel 
countries. 


This shows once more that due to the uncertain nature of fluvial crops, 
the only solution lies in a sensible exploitation of the available hydro- 
agricultural potential. I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the generous donors who have already responded to our call. I will, 
however, call on them to understand that, in spite of the efforts made 
so far, the situation remains extremely serious. I thank you. [applause] 


At this point, I am at your disposal, journalists, to answer ail 
question you want to ask. 


[Question] Thank you, Mr President. You have just said that 57 percent 
of the needs of the eight Sahel countries were met in the 1977-1978 agri- 
cultural season and only 43 percent in 1978-79, indicating a decline in 
the assistance from the international community. What are the reasons 
for this change of attitude among the donor countries and organizations? 


[Moussa Traore] Actually, I said that 57 percent, 43 percent and only 

19 percent of the needs were met respectively in 1977-1978, 1978-1979 and 
from 1979 up until 22 June 1980, when the conference of CILSS ministers 
ended. The attitude of donors is prompted by the belief among some of 
them that drought is not a phenomenon that can be planned for. Yet, to 
our great surprise, it is becoming a persistent phenomenon. Some 
countries and organizations granting assistance have to face galloping 








inflation with all of ite effects, Another major reason for the decline 
in the available stocks is the shortfalls recorded in CILSS member 
countries, This requires closer cooperation between donors and bene- 
ficiaries, I believe these are the reasone for the new attitude on ti. 
part of the countries and organisations granting assistance. 


(Question) As you have just said, in mid-1980, only 19 percent of the 
present needs have been met. What steps are you going to take to bring 
about a favorable response by the ihternational community to the appeal! 
you have just made? 


{[Anewer) Actually, ae current CILSS chairman, I have just made an appea! 
to the international community. This appeal will be followed up by 
personal actions by each head of state and government of the CILSS, as 
well ae by the minister in charge of coordination, who will very shortly 
go--along with the CILSS executive secretary--to the United Nations and 
to some friendly countries and international organizations, which are 
to a certain extent already aware of our plight. The last CILSS summit 
recommended that ite current chairman preside over the conference of the 
Sahel club scheduled to take place in Kuwait, and visit the headquarters 
of some international organization., as well as some friendly countries 
in order to further promote their awareness of the plight of the Sahel. 
We believe that these different moves, when combined, wil! support our 


appeal. 


[Question] Mr President, do you not think that the lack of interest in 
the Sahel is due to the lack of followup action in the different campaigns 
to promote awareness in the international community of the need for 
regular supply of essential good items to the hardest-hit populations? 
Thank you, Mr President. 


{[Anewer}] It is hard to state that the international community shows no 
interest in the plight of the Sahel. I do not think this is right. 

Since the creation of the CILSS in 1973 in Ouagadougou, all CILSS chairmen 
have visited the United Nations to give a speech and have visited the 
headquarters of some international organizations and some friendly 
countries to make them aware of the plight of the Sahel. Fach member 
state carries out this task strictly and coherently. So, ‘ollowup is 
insured both by the CILSS and the member countries. 


[Question] Mr President, within the framework of the efforts made by the 
CILSS member countries to reduce the effects of the drought, there is a 
broad program called "first generation projects" otherwise called the 
"Dakar Program." Can one know, Mr President, whet stage has been reached? 


[Answer] It is true that in 1976, in Dakar, during the second CILSS 
summit, we outlined our priority projects within the framework of the 

whole Sahel program. We called them "first generation projects." There 
were some 612 such projects, whose initial cost totaled about $3,936 million 

















at the time. Now, we can estate that the financing funds obtained amount 
to $1.7 billion. You can work out how much additional effort ia to be 
made to find funde for these firat generation projects. What ia certain 
ie that, before the end of 1962, we will do our beat in order to get 
thease projectea implemented,

OLL PRODUCTION POSTPONED--It ie known that of] reserves have been discovered 
300 kilometers to the northwest of Ndjamena in the Lake Chad region. A 
project calling for exploitation of these reserves and the building of a 
refinery in the capital, to which the ofl will be taken by pipeline, was 
drafted. The events which came about in 1979 and since the month of March 
have, obviously, shelved this project. In January 1980, the Chadian 
minister of economy had assessed the total cost of the undertaking (ex- 
ploitation of the deposit, building of the pipeline and the refinery) at 

25 billion CFA france. He specifiec that if this operation were carried 
through, it would provide Chad with independence in the energy sector for 
the next 8 years, during which provisions could be made with regard to the 
exploitation of reserves discovered in the South. Plans called for the 
future refinery in Ndjamena to have an initial capacity of 2,000 barrels per 
day, with an increase to 4,000 barrels per day a year later. [Text]

VERY FAVORABLE PETROLEUM PRODUCTION PROSPECTS NOTED 
Paris EUROPE OUTREMER in French Apr 80 pp 26-27 
{Text} Important Discoveries 


Crude of] is the leading export product of the Congo today. Production 
began in 1950 with the initial exploitation of the small Pointe-Indienne 
land deposit and increased very substantially with the exploitation of the 
Emeraude maritime deposit at the end of 1971. Im the course of recent 
years, production has varied betwee. 2 and 2.7 million tons, with a drop 
in 1975 and 1977 because of technical difficulties. Production was 

2.4 million tons in 1978 and 2.7 million tons in 1979, but recent discover- 
ies will change the economic situation of the country in the years to come. 


Four deposits are currently in production. The smallest, Pointe-Indienne, 
the only land deposit, is practically exhausted, and it supplied only 
10,000 tons in 1979. Emeraude, on the Pointe-Noire Grands Fonds concession, 
has a more or less stable output: 1.4 million tons in 1979 (at the end of 
1979, 13 million tons had been extracted out of the 17 regarded as recover- 
able). Loango, where exploitation began in 1977, reached 1.3 million tons 
last year. Finally, Likouala Marine did not go into production until 

April 1980. Production of 500,000 tons is expected this year. 


Two foreign companies are producing on local concessions: ELF [Gasoline 
and Lubricants Company of France|-Congo, with a capital of 1 billion CFA 
france, an affiliate of ELF-Aquitaine, whose investments reached about 
160 billion CFA france by the end of 1979, is one, and AGIP [Italian 
Petroleum Enterprise] Research Congo, with a capital of 600 million CFA 
francs, an affiliate of the Italian AGIP group, is the other. The state, 
through the intermediary of Hydro-Congo, holds 20 percent of the capital 
in both based on the assignment of research permite. The agreements call 
for an increase in this participation as a function of the production 
levels, through free transfers of stock. Hydro-Congo, a national of! 
research and exploitation company with a capital of 710 million CFA francs, 
established in 1973, represents the state in the hydrocarbons sector, in- 
cluding refining and distribution. The two producing companies have 
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interrelated interests in the three large deposits being exploited, 
ELF-Congo ie the operator for Emeraude and Likouala, and AGIP Research 
Congo is the operator for Loango. 


1.5 Million Tone in 1981 at Likouala 


The production installations at the Likouala Marine deposit were commissioned 
on 21 April last in Pointe-Noire, with Col Denis Sassou Nguesso, president 
of the republic. This deposit wae discovered in August 1972 and was put 
into production by ELF-Congo, holder of the Pointe-Noire Grands Fonds 
concession, in which the AGIP group has a 35—percent share. It is located 
22 kilometers to the west of Emeraude and the depth of the water at the 
location varies between 91 and 97 meters. The reserves there come to about 
40 million tons, of which between 7 and 10 million can be recovered. In 
1980, production of about 500,000 tons is expected. In the course of a 
full year it is expected to reach 1.5 million tons. The cost of developing 
Likouala is estimated at about 33 billion CPA francs. 


Initially, the oil will be produced, pretreated and taken out through the 
use of two platforms, bottom pressure being adequate. In 4 second stage, 
production will be stimulated by means of water injection using a supple- 
mentary platform. The oil will be taken out by a 16-inch pipeline 
(41 centimeters) leading to the Emeraude production control platform, and 
then by the pipeline linking this deposit with the Djeno terminal. 


10 Million Tons in a Few Years 


The exploitation of Likouala comes within the framework of the increase of 
oil production in the Congo which in the course of the next 2 years will 
involve development and commissioning, again by ELF-Congo, of the 
Yanga-Sendji deposit on the same Pointe-Noire Grands Fonds concession. 

The drilling work done in the Sendji field, off Pointe-Indienne in a water 
depth of 96 meters “added a substantial additional reserve." At the same 
time, the survey made of the Yanga (8 kilometers to the northwest of Sendji), 
where drilling was done in July-Auguet 1979, “demonstrated excellent pro- 
ductivity at this deposit, which is of a size comparable to that of Sendji 
and which will be exploited beginning in 1981, because of the more favor- 
able nature of its characteristics as compared to those at Sendji (gas 

in solution in sufficient quantities). The production at each of these 
deposits will come to about 2 million tons per year. Finally, on land, a 
second drilling at Mengo has confirmed the possibility of commercial pro- 
duction. The drilling at Mengo has been done on the Loeme land concession 
held by ELF-Congo (85 percent) in association with the national Hydro- 
Congo company (15 percent). The other future plans call for exploration 
offshore on the high seas concession held under the same conditions as that 
already mentioned. 


Let us note, finally, that ofl prospecting contracts were signed in June 1979 
with American firms, among others Superior 011 American and Cities Service 














Congo Petroleum. At the beginning of this year, Hydro-Congo granted a 
permit for maritime prospecting on 400,000 hectares to other American 
companies, including the Coastal Corporation (Houston). If ofl te dis- 
covered, these companies will be reimbursed for the sume they have 
invested, and the distribution of production is then to be based on 

50 percent for Hydro-Congo and 50 percent for tine American cowpanter. 


Thanks to recent discoveries, the president of ELF-Aquitaine, 

Mr Albin Chalandon, was able to state last January that the Congo was th 
country in black Africa in which his company has the greatest hopes of 
future production. The overall production should reach about 5 million 
tons beginning in 1981, and approximately 10 million tons in a few years, 
exclusive of other discoveries.

COUNTRY DESCRIBED AS POLITICALLY STABLE, DEPENDENT ON FOREIGN ALD

But Economic Dependence" } 


[Text | Since its independence, acquired on 27 June 1977, the Republic of 
Djibouti is a country which has been able to surmount its political pro- 
blems in the troubled and sensitive area of the Horn of Africa. Its 
leaders are displaying wisdom and moderation and practicing true nonaline- 
ment. The dark predictions of several years ago based on territorial 
claims voiced by Ethiopia and Soma'ia, too involved today in domestic 
problems, have not materialized. 


Cooperation with France is satisfactory. In 1979 French public assistance 
totaled 275 million French francs; there are 482 volunteers serving in 
Djibouti within the framework of the technical assistance agreement. 

Some 10,000 Frenchmen live there (of which 3,600 military), representing 

a substantial financial contribution through taxation and indirect 
economic activities. 


The economic and financial situation, worsened by the presence of Somali 
refugees, is worrisome, for not one of its projects has been implemented 
as yet, as shall be seen subsequently. Hassan Gouled, the president of 
the republic, is seeking not only financing to promote the development of 
his country, but the technical means to meet population requirements. 


Djibouti's economy is hardly integrated, and particularly dependent on 
the outside, both in terms of economic and commercial activities, as for 
the financing of its public costs. 


Four vital sectors account for 82 percent of the country's output: public 
works and buildings, transportation and telecommunications, and services 
and trade, whereas the agricultural sector accounts for a very marginal 
share of the productive system, with less than 10 percent of the output; 
industrial output is also severely underdeveloped. Such a "tertiary" 
economy, of a very special type, is the result of the transit and currency 
exchange role assigned to Djibouti particularly after World War II. 
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A Monetary Exchange and Transit Role 


Monetary exchange: Proclaimed a free zone as of 1 January 1949, the 
country benefits from a special monetary and customs system: 


— The Djibouti franc, convertible into U.S. dollars at a fixed rate and 
without restrictions, is issued by the state of Djibouti, It is backed 
by a dollar deposit with the French American Bank in the United States; 


— The customs system is characterized by the absence of any restrictions 
or fees concerning imports and exports, with the only exception of a tax 
on goods consumed in the country. 


The purpose of this system is to facilitate Djibouti's role as an economic 
middleman, a transaction center and a privileged area for ship maintenance 
and facilities. However, its consequence is that it offers smuggling 
facilities to neighboring countries (Somalia, Ethiopia, and Yemen), 
essentially in tobacco and alcohol. 


Transit: In 1976 imports and exports from and to Ethiopia accounted for 
three-quarters of port activities and 82 percent of rail traffic. ‘It was 
noted, however, that in the periods which preceded the blocking of the 
railroad (June 1977) the share of traffic between Djibouti and Ethiopia 
was growing less rapidly compared with Ethiopian foreign trade which 
seemed to indicate the Ethiopian wish to favor the Assab route. 


Transportation Problems 
The Port 


The decline in the handling of dry goods reflects the difficulties noted 
on the political level. The closing down of the railroad has deprived 
the port from a transit traffic with Ethiopia totaling 250,000 to 300,000 
tons per year. Furthermore, the port's hope of promoting very modern 
activities aimed at foreign countries, as a place for the redistribution 
of cargo has been compromised. In 1977, thanks to the efforts made, the 
deficit, however, totaled no more than 750,000 French francs. 


The future is a matter of concern, for bunkering, which is the main 
activity of the port, accounting for 40 percent of revenue, strongly 
dropped following the closing of the Suez Canal and has improved very 
little following its reopening. The lively competition offered by the 
port of Djeddah is the main reason for this situation. Shipping traffic 
which, in the first 6 months of 1977, averaged 143 ships per month, 
declined to 105 in 1978. The financial balance of the port was achieved 
thanks to its substantial outside income. 
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The Railroad 


The financial situation has remained tense since 1975. The blocking of 
the railroad in June 1977 further aggravated matters, The reopening o! 
the railroad, still quite theoretical, and che eventual extension its 
capacity would depend, above all, on its main user, Ethiopia, which should 
establish the structure and rhythm of development of its foreign trade, 


The Roads 


The western road, known as the Ethiopia Road, which extends the Djibouti- 
Dikhil road, 129 kilometers long, will make it possible to drain in the 
direction of Djibouti a substantial share of the traffic of the port of 
Assab. This road, completed in March 1977, has not as yet had any traffic 
because of security reasons. 


Indispensable Foreign Aid 
The Gross National Product 


The living standard of the populatica's majority is low. Income disparity 
is extreme and one-half of the population suffers from chronic malnutri- 
tion. In 1972 the GNP was 475 million French francs; it rose to 975 
million French francs in 1976 or 7.8 percent per year in volume. Services 
alone accounted for 75 percent of the amount, 38 percent of wh'ch for the 
public sector and 37 percent for the commercial and transportation 
sectors. One-quarter accounted for the production of water, energy and 
construction. Agriculture and the processing industries were barely 
represented. 


Foreign Trade 


The lack of an internal economic balance, added to difficulties caused 
by the political circumstances in the area, has resulted in a growing 
disruption of the trade balance and the balance of payments which is 

depending, to an ever greater extent, exclusively on public transfers. 


The trade balance deficit doubled between 1973 and 1974, reaching 450 
million French francs in 1976. The results of foreign trade with the EEC 
dropped by 30 percent in 1977 and by 25 percent in 1978, ending with a 
298 million franc deficit. 


Public transfers from France, which made it possible to balance foreign 
accounts, totaled 600 million francs in 1975. The deficit of the goods 
and services balance is met by the transfer of counrerpart funds. 
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Public Finances 


The 1977 budget totaled 157 million French francs while the 1978 budget 
called for a deficit of 49 million French francs. In 1979 the deficit 
was to be absorbed through Arab and French aid. 


Djibouti's foreign debt is modest, as most foreign aid comes as a gift. 


Foreign Aid 


For quite some time Djibouti will remain dependent on foreign aid both in 
order to balance its economy and implement its development plan. The 
movement of capital toward Djibouti totals $80 million (352 million French 
francs), coming essentially from the European Development Fund and for 
Saudi Arabia and the other petroleum producing Arab countries and the 
United States. 


The fourth European Development Fund aid, totaling 20,664,000 French 
francs will be used essentially for project studies. Saudi Arabia will 
contribute about $70 million (308 million French francs). The other Arab 
aid is equally substantial. Activities have been undertaken by the Arab 
League Fund for Aid to Development. So far they have consisted exclusive- 
ly of assistance through personnel. 


Substantial financial aid has been equally agreed upon by Iraq (22 million 
French francs) Abu Dhabi (16.6 million French francs, 8.8 million of 

which a budget subsidy), Oman and Bahrein. The USAID plans to allocate 

$1 million per year for a development program.

[Excerpte} The amendment billie on Articles 10 and 29 of the constitution 
and that on the election of deputies, which were put before Parliament for 
debate a few days ago, were adopted yesterday @orning. Mr Philippe Yace, 
speaker of the National Assembly, presided over the working session of the 
institutional and General Affaire Committee of the National Assembly, which 
was enlarged to include all the deput.es. 


in his introductory speech, Mr Yace drew the attention of deputies to the 
importance the head of state and party attaches to adoption of the bill, 
and this should be done before the forthcoming precongress of the PDCI-RDA 
[Ivory Coast Democratic Party African Democratic Rally), which will take 
place in Yamoussoukro on | September. 


Article 10, it will be recalled, concerns the election and powers of the 
president of the republic, while Article 29 is on voting procedures for 
legislative elections and the expiration of the powers of the National 
b= eembily. 


The amended Article 10 separates the presidential elections from the legi«e- 
lative elections. The original constitutional provisions of that articie 
do not stipulate at what goment the president of the republic's mandate 
ends, but the amendments to the article that have been adopted seek to 
clarify and fill owt the various loopholes in the constitution. Por exampic, 
the constitution specified that the president's mandate expires at the same 
time as that of the National Assembly, but no reference was made to when the 
mandate starts. The deputies did not hesitate to express their fear of an 
eventual conflict of competence between a newly~-elected president and his 
predecessor who continues to exercise his functions before the actual taking 
over of the new president. That is why it was necersary to specify when « 
newly-elected candidate should seeume office and to regulate what is popu- 
larly known ae “liquidation of current affairs.” 


The amended Article 29 which was adopted yesterday poses 4 fundamental 
probles: deputies are no longer elected on 4 single sational list, although 








direct, universal suffrage etill remains in force, The constitution does 
not make any provisions for the end of that National Assembly's mandate, 
Thies is one of the loopholes that the amended article seeks to rectify, 
What held the deputies’ attention even more during thie session was the 
date of the elections, 


in fact, many deputies noted that on this subject Article 29 was as imprecise 
ae Article 10, On thie, the minister of interior (representing the govern- 
ment) replied that it wae the duty of the electoral law to clarify any 

pointe in the constitution which are not clear. It must be emphasized once 
more that since 12 June the Ivory Coast has put “the train of democracy 

back on ite track.” To thie end, the text pertaining to the election of 
deputies should be brought to conform with the new provisions. That is why 
the government has proposed amendments to Act 358 of 7 November 1960 con- 
cerning general elections in our country. 


There are 11 titles to this new text dealing with the composition of the 
National Assembly, the duration of the mandate of the deputies, voting pro- 
cedures, the electorate, conditions for elegibility, conflicts of interest, 
presentation of candidates, the election campaign, preparatory operations 

for polling, voting operations, transitional provisions and final provisions. 


On the composition of the National Assembly and the duration of the mandate 
of the deputies, it should be noted that the mandate of the National Assembly 
expires at the end of the second ordinary session of the fifth year. The 
present session is an extraordinary one convened by the head of state, after 
which the deputies will take leave and return to their constituencies for 
their eventual reelection. 


Polling procedure: Deputies of the National Assembly shall henceforth be 
elected according to constituencies, which is a change from the national 
deputies they have been hitherto. The number of seats in a constituency 
will be determined by its population. 


Electorate: A citizen who is qualified to vote can also stand for election. 
To qualify to vote, one must be at leart 21 years old; to stand for election, 
at least 22 years old. 


The conditions that certain high civil servants, such as inspectors of 
administrative services, prefects and subprefects, must fulfill before 
presenting themselves for election are: They should apply for leave of 
absence 3 months before the election instead of the 6 months, as previously 
required. They should file as a candidate at the same time. 


On conflicts of interest in the electionof a deputy, it should be noted 
that henceforth before presenting oneself as a candidate, the candidate 
should not hold any positions like chairman of the board of directors of 
any state or private company, managing director, etc. 
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The LOth title, on transitional provisions, saya the president of the 
republic has asked the deputies to allow non-Ivorian Africans in the country 
to vote without being eligible to etand for election, This ia for thie 
year's elections only.

MINISTER ATTRIBUTES DELAY IN "UDGET PASSAGE TO DEFICIT

(Text) A senior Cabinet member has speculated that the national budget 
for the 1980/81 fiscal year would come into effect by September 1. 


The fiscal year begins in July and the budget should have been approved 
then, but ite paseage wae elated for the middle or the end of this month. 


Dr. George Boley, Minister of State for Presidential Affaire, said in an 
interview on ELTV's MEET THE PRESS program last night that the delay in 
the passage of the budget wae due to a deficit of $146 million. 


He discounted an allegation by THE UNIVERSITY SPOKESMAN (journal) that the 
delay wae due to the high salaries set by the PRC for themselves and cer- 
tain other government officials. 


The University of Liberia newspaper said that in most cases, these sala- 
ties doubled what former officials of the past administration made in the 
same positions. 


Dr. Boley explained that the nation's capacity to generate revenue was 
limited and that the problem was compounded by the fact that the country 
spends more than it collects in revenues. 


He said figures last received from the Finance Ministry indicated a bud- 
get of $351 million for fiscal 1960/81, while revenue amounted to only 
$204 million, thus creating a deficit of $146 million. 


This amount, he noted, could be covered through the largesse of the World 
Bank and the International Monetary Fund (IMP), a: ong other financial 
institutions. 


Dr. Boley, however, conceded that *' were “some expensive items” on the 
budget. He said these were not in: ed by the PRC Government, but vere 
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largely the legacy of the Tolbert regime, and that they would be analyzed 
#0 as to determine their relevance te the needs of the country. 


He said another problem with regard to the 1980/81 budget had been the 
increment in salaries for certain categories of government employees. 


He said this wae a thorny issue that required the consideration of "“polit- 
ical consequences," especially in the face of the high unemployment rate 
in the country.

NUMBER OF VESSELS LEAVING REGISTRY TERMED INSIGNIFICANT

[Excerpt] The acting Commissioner of Maritime Affairs at the Ministry of 
Finance, Mr. J. C. Montgomery, has said that the number of vessels which 
have left the Liberian registry since the April 12 revolution did not rep- 
resent a "significant drop" when compared to other periods. 


Mr. Montgomery said vessels which dropped the Liberian flag after April 12 
did not do so solely as a result of the coup. 


He noted that, as in the past, most of the vessels that dropped Liberian 
registry between January and July this year were those unable to comply 
with "the stringent inspection measures employed by the government." 


He said the purpose of the stringent measures was to ensure that Liberia 
maintains a high standard for ships registered under its flag. 


Speaking in an interview yesterday, Mr. Montgomery pointed out that "in 
spite of vessels leaving the Liberian registry, there has not been a sig- 
nificant drop in tonnage.” 


He disclosed that since the April revolvtion, the Maritime Bureau had had 
vessels “coming in to take on Liberian flag.” 


Mr. Montgomery attributed the departure of most of the Liberian registered 
vessels from the registry to what he referred to as “the current world 
economic trend.” 


He said “in 1974, for example, a lot of vessels left the flag because 
there was practically nowhere to trade." 


The Acting Maritime Commissioner stressed that the “revolution has had 
no visible effect on the maritime program of Liberia,” adding that “we 
are the largest fleet in the world and there is no way anybody can catch- 
up with us.” 
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Mr. Montgomery noted however that following the April revolution, some 
Liberian registered shipowners were skeptical about the viability of the 
country's maritime program. 


He said in the wake of their skepticism, the government issued a statement 


which was carried world-wide announcing that its maritime program rer xined 
unchanged in spite of the revolution.

Text The Indonesian and Malagasy governments have begun to cooperate 
in vanilla sales in order to maintain regular supplies and stabilize the 
price of the product on the international market. 


The indonesian minister of trade and cooperatives and his Malagasy counter- 
part Justin Rarivoson met in Djakar.o on 5 June to discuss the method to 
be followed and the organization of such cosultations. 


According to the director general of foreign trade of said ministry, being 
the two biggest producers of vanilla, the two countries have deemed it 
necessary to maintain regular supplies of this product on the world market. 


On this occasion the two ministers have agreed to trade information con- 
cerning the development of vanilla output in the two countries, the 
availability of supplies to the world market and the price situation. 


Furthermore, the director stated that in 1978 Indonesia exported 389.5 
tons of vanilla worth $1.85 million. However, 1979 exports declined by 
5.86 tons, totaling $11,790. 


in addition to such cooperation in vanilla marketing, the two ministers 
also discussed the development of clove production. 


The Malagasy minister reached Djakarta on 4 June and stayed until 7 June. 
In the course of his stay he paid a courtesy visit to President Soeharto 
and had discussions with Agriculture Minister Professor Soedarsono and 
interim Minister of Mining and Energy Ir Ar Suhud. 


Following his meeting with President Soeharto in B na Graha, accompanic’ 
by Radius Prawiro, his Indonesian counterpart, Justin Rarivoson stated to 
the press that his talk with President Soeharto dealt with bilateral 
questions and cooperation among developing countries. He stated that 
Indonesia Was mastered technologies which are as yet unknown in his coun- 
try, such as briquettes and tile making. According to Justin Rarivoson, 
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cooperation in the field of Ce hnology could be promoted amonep deve loping 
countries. The minister expressed his desire to study the possibility for 
cooperation in other technological areas such as the growing of rice and 
soybeans, and livestock breeding. 


According to Prawiro, Madagascar would like to import from Indonesia 
lumber and petroleum. Furthermore, he stated that the trade balance 
between the two countries has been favoring Madagascar. Promoting bi- 
lateral trade, the two countries would try to improve the trade balance. 
He added that Indonesia is importing large amounts of cloves from 
Madagascar. In 1979 imports, cloves mainly, totaled $68.7 million, where- 
as exports totaled $10.7 million. According to statistics, in 1975 
Indonesia imported from Madagascar 1,400 tons of cloves. There were no 
imports in 1976. In 1978, however, Indonesia imported once again 9,000 
tons. A total of 8,000 tons were imported in 1979,

SWISS COOPERATION MISSION EVALUATES AID 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 23 Jul 80 pp 1-2 
(Report: "Important Evaluation of Swiss Cooperation" } 


(Text) For the next 15 days or so Marcel C. Heimo, director of the 
Assistance to Development and Humanitarian Help (DDA) of the Swiss 
Federal Department of Foreign Affairs--former Swiss Technical Cooperation, 
as that country has no Ministry of Cooperation strictly speaking--will be 
paying us a visit. He will kill two birds with one stone. His trip will 
be essentially a mission of consult stion with the General Office for the 
Pian dealing with coordinating Swiss technical cooperation in general. 

At the same time, he will use his visit to see a certain number of pro 
jects underway implemented with Swiss help. 


Arriving yesterday morning in the capital, from Bern, Marcel C. Heimo had 
a work meeting in the afternoon with Charles Abegglen, Swiss charge 
d'affaires and with Jean-Maurice Deleze, coordinator of Swiss technical 
cooperation in the Democratic Republic of Madagascar. Immediately after. 
wards, he undertook a series of meetings with Malagasy leaders. To Marce! 
C. Heimo there is a tremendous difference between the study of files in 
Bern and the examination on the spot of the projects, with all that this 
involves in terms of experience and human and professional contacts. 

That is why he insisted on making this trip unquestionably in order to 
make cooperation between the two countries even more effective and 
efficient. Taking place after the visit, several months ago, by Henri- 
Philippe Cart, head of the East African and Indian Ocean section of the 
service headed by Marcel C. Heimo, this trip will enable the latter to 
take a closer look at the projects helped by Switzerland and thus to dis 
cuss directly with the General Plan Office the way in which the parties 
intend to jointly carry out the selected projects. 


Clearly, his schedule will be very heavy. In addition to such official 
talks there will be a number of trips to the sites. He will consider th: 
project of the National Development and Training I, stitute (INPF) on the 
training of motor vehicle mechanics or, in other words, of "small garage 
men."' Started several months ago only, 54 students completed their train 
ing in Fianarantsoa; another training course is underway in Toliara. 
Thanks to a mobile group equipped with a “service car," the promoters of 
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this operation plan to visit the 2,900 emall repairmen officially regis- 
tered throughout the country, The Swiss contribution to this operation 
totale 55 million Pme nonrepayable, a6 is the case for all Swiss technical 
assistance, 


He will aleo visit the Industrial Company for the Development of Agri- 
cultural Machinery (SIDEMA), We are familiar with Madagasear's need for 
animal traction tools (plows, weeders, harrowse, etc.). If all this had 
to be imported one could easily imagine the amount of foreign exchange 
required, Today, thanks to Swies help--the contribution of the Swiss 
federal government totaling about 250 million Pmg--local production will 
be increased, The SIDEMA can thus produce from 15,000 to 20,000 plows 
locally. Let use add to this the opening of jobs resulting from this 
initiative, for the number of employees of the company rose from 120 to 
250 following the beginning of the project in 1978, a project which the 
government had submitted to Bern 2 years previously. 


There is no problem with a visit to the Morondava Forestry Center. Con- 
sidering the importance of the country's forestry resources, it would be 
4 pity to waste them and to be unable to intelligently and rationally 
exploit such resources. Forty kilometers from Morondava a model saw mil! 
has been set up. The processed timber is marketed in various parte of 
the country. The training of the personnel in sawing, clearing, logging, 
etc., has been equally contemplated. in addition to a government loan, 
Switzerland will contribute 540 million Pag to bring in experts, and for 
meeting construction, equipment, and vehicle requirements. 


Marcel C. Heimo will also hold talke with officials of the BTM on the 
subject of a line of credit totaling close to 2 billion Fmg which Switzer- 
land has granted the BTM under particularily flexible conditions. The 
main idea of this line of credit is to provide this banking institution 
with permanent financial resources so that it may substantially increase 
its activities in the rural sector. 


This list of current joint Swiss-Malagasy projects could be extended. 
Unquestionably, in 15 days, despite his best will to see everything per- 
sonally, Marcel C. Heimo will be unable to visit all projects. The point 
is that Swiss technical cooperation, as we have been able to point out 
repeatedly in this newspaper, could be considered a model of its type. 
Despite the “smallness” of Switzerland, starting with 1964 that country 
included us in the countries on which it is focusing its aid, totaling 14, 
not to be confused with 80 other countries which maintain lesser technical 
cooperation ties with Switzerland. Swiss projects under implementation 
range from the elimination of dilhariosis (125 Fmg) to the FAFIVAN opera- 
tion (development of the Antsiranana Fivondronana) (450 million Fmg), 
going through a series of accomplishments: improvements of viticulture 
and wine making (420 million Fmg), operation “fruits and vegetables” 

(250 million Fmg), training of printing press setters (187 million Fmg),

REPORTAGE ON BACKGROUND OF RESISTANCE MOVEMENT 
Creation, Sponsors 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 12 Jul 80 p [not given) 


[Excerpt] When the defeat of the Portuguese colonial-fasciet regime in 
Mozambique was consummated on 7 September 1974, with the signing of the 
Lusaka agreements, and after the ultrareactionary conspiracy that occurred 
then, thousands of collaborators of the defeated regime fled in panic to 
neighboring countries--just ase rate abandon a sinking ship. 


The majority of those individuale were criminals who had actively collab- 
orated in the repression of our people. They were members of the Inter- 
national and State Defense Police (PIDE), Commandos, Flechas, Special 
Groups (GE), GEP, OPV, etc. Pearing the judgment of the people, they filed 
then to Rhodesia, Malawi, and Sowth Africa, where they expected to find 
refuge and support. They were joined by members of the puppet groups 
created in the last phase of colonieliem, common criminals, settlers who 
had lost their privileges and other individuals who, for whatever concern 
hed cause to fear the people. 


It was from that amalgem of individuals what the racist Rhodesian regime 
was to recruit agente whom it would use in operations of aggression against 
our country. In «a first phase, some were used as guides for the Rhodesian 
regular forces when they invaded our territory. Other individuals were 
trained by the Special Branch--Rhodesian Intelligence Services—for 
espoinage or sabotage actions inside our country. Many of those individuals 
were captured by our forces and by popular vigilance and on the occasion 
presented to the people through our information organs, as the readers may 
recall. 


A New Step in the Escalation 
But by the end of 1975 and the beginning of 1976, the Rhoderian regime 


decided to take another step in the escalation of its aggression against 
our country. It wae then that, under the direct direction of the Special 
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Branch, it began to organize special unite to operate in Mozambique, made 
up essentially of individuale recruited from the aforementioned groups. 


For purposes of propaganda abroad, the Rhodesian regimes tried to present 
those individuals as Mozambican “diseidents” fighting under the banner of 
an organized political movement, That ie how the so-called "National 
Resistance Movement" wae born in the offices of the Rhodesian intelligence 
services. A little later, "The Voice of Quisgumba" wae created in Radio 
Rhodesia, in the same context. 


A Portuguese citizen named Orlando Cristina, unfortunately known for his 
participation in the war crimes of the Portuguese colonial army in Mozambique, 
collaborated in coordinating the efforte of the racists to achieve those 
results, 


Orlando Cristina is regarded as the right hand man of Jorge Jardim, the well- 
known agent of Salazar and Caetano, who lived in our country for many years 
during the colonial period and distinguished himself by trying to find a 
neocolonial alternative for Mozambique. Through Jardim and Cristina, the 
Rhodesian regime wae able to gain the support of the Fascist International 
for its project. It was aleo Jardim who obtained the consent of Domingos 
Arouca=-a former large landowner in Inhambane and black-skinned Portuguese 
citizen, who fled from Mozambique before independence--for the socalled 
"Movement" to use his name. 


Organized, trained and armed by the Rhodesians, the special units thus formed 
began to penetrate into Mozambique where they carried out terrorist actions 
against our people as well as acte of sabotage against our economy. They 
received constant logistic support from the Rhodesian Air Force, which 
enabled them to remain in our territory for long periods, avoiding direct 
confrontation with the Mozambique Popular Liberation Forces (FPIM), pre- 
ferring to operate in areas where they knew we had no forces. Among other 
actions, they kidnaped some of our people, whom they took to Rhodesia to 
be trained and to join their forces. As the readers may remember, many of 
those individuals succeeded in fleeing and later related to our information 
media everything that had happened to them. 


Desperate Attempt 
After the signing of the Lancaster House agreement in London and with the 


approaching collapse of the Rhodesian regime, the crisis of the action group 
in Mozambique became aggravated. 


On the one hand, the British colonial government in Rhodesia warned the 
Rhodesian state that such activities violated the spirit of the London 
agreements. On the other, there was the possibility of an election victory 
by the Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU/?P), which would naturally 
oppose the operation of such groups. 











Thue, in the monthe preceding the elections in Rhodesia, the training camps 
were closed and, at the same time, the Special Branch warned those groups 
that it was going to abandon them to their fate. It was at that time that 
some of those indivi @ got inte contact with members of the South African 
Embassy in Salisbury we then witnessed the flight of many of them *o 
South Africa together with their Selous Scouts. 


And indeed, the "Voice of Zulsumba” ceased operations from Rhodesia before 
the ‘ormation of the firet govermment of Zimbabwe. 


When the ZANU (FP) government aseumed power in Zimbabwe in March of this 
year, the armed groupe created by the Special Branch and supported by the 
Rhodesian Army entered a phase of veritable desperation. With their rear- 
guard lost, they aseumed the nature of a roving armed band. 


Their men infiltrated in the northern part of the provinces of Sofala and 
Manica received orders to go to the mountains of Eepungabera. In the then 
Rhodesia, supported by state officiale and farmers in the area between 
Melsetter and Chipingea hostile to the independence of Zimbabwe, they found 
facilities to infiltrate our territory. 


As a matter of fact, some members of the police in Chipinga and Melsetter 
issued Zimbabwean citizen cards to these men while the farmers, with 
financing from South Africa, offered them employment on their plantations. 


Espungabera was chosen essentially because it is a very dense jungle area 
that colonialism never developed, with no road communications (destroyed 
by Rhodesian aggression) and with terrain favorable for military activities 
because of its mountainous topography. 


Following a plen drawn up after the signing of the Lancaster House agreement, 
the armed groups had been preparing conditions since the beginning of the 
year for the establishment of the Sitatonge encampment in Espungabera. Just 
as they had tried to do in the mountains of Gorongosa from which they ended 
up being driven out by the FPLM in collaboration with the people, they built 
the encampment that has now been captured--with help they received from 
abroad. 





Utilizing those facilities and in an attempt to divert the attention of the 
FPLM, those armed groups, which include Portguese, Rhodesians, South Africans, 
and other mercenaries, began a series of armed attacks far from Sitatonga II, 
specifically on the Beira-Maputo highway and against a power station in 
Manica. 


At the beginning of this year, the FPLM launched the offensive that would 


make it possible to occupy Sitatong II; the pursuit of the fleeing survivors 
of the reactionary groups is proceeding at the present time. 
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Other Background Details

[Text] Early in February of thie year, several meetings were held in a 
house located in the Avondale district of Salisbury between members of the 
Rhodesian Special Branch and Orlando Cristina, a Portuguese citizen and one 
of the leaders of the so-called Mozambique Resistance. Cristina had 
originally tried to meet with the aforementioned individuals in the Special 
Branch headquarters located on 3d Street in Salisbury. 


The so-called "Portuguese Section" of Rhodesian intelligence then explained 
to Cristina the difficulties they were encountering in maintaining the 
"Voice of Quizumba" and logistic support for the armed actions they were 
carrying out inside Mozambique, 


This information was revealed in Salisbury recently by a member of the 
Rhodesian agenr, responsible for maintaining the "Resistance." "At that 
time," according to the source, “there was strong pressure from the British, 
with very concrete information that we should cease our support for the 
National Resistance Movement (MNR)." 


After that, Cristina, who was the liaison between the Special Branch and the 
mercenary organization, initiated contacts with members of the South African 
Embassy in Salisbury in order to find out what kind of support he might 
receive. According to our source, Cristina argued at the South African 
Embassy that he had collaborated last year in the establishment of an 
“operational command for intervention in Mozambique." 


As a matter of fact, two training camps with about 200 men each had 
operated since February 1979 under the aegis of a Rhodesian-South African 
joint operation to be executed around the time of the commemoration of the 
anniversary of our independence last year, 


The groups received training in two farms located in South Africa and 
Rhodesia, respectively. The instructors were two Israeli commandos who had 
trained several companies of parachutists in Malawi, according to the rev- 
elation made in the December 1979 issue of the magazine AFRICA, published 
in London. Cristina and a former Portuguese officer of the Commandos were 
the liaison men for recruiting and information of a military nature. 


We learned that Cristina did not receive any formal support in the contacts 
he had with the South African Embassy in Salisbury this year. However, they 
gave him suggestions about contacts to establish "with certain South African 
forces interested in replacing the Rhodesian regime in this matter," 
declared the same Special Branch source. 
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From then on, facing the crisis aggravated by the loss of their sponsors, 
the men of the "Voice of Quizumba” use their last radio broadcasts in 
Rhodesia to close important information channels. The so-called "Free 
Africa" repeatedly announces that "all poet office boxes are no longer in 
effect" (...) and that they “must wait until new addresses are designated." 


The messages to the mercenaries infiltrated in Mozambique are followed by 
a whole operation that did not go unnoticed by the news media in Salisbury. 
First the training camps in Bindura and in the southern region of Umtalia 
were closed. In that latter city, the leaders stopped going to the head- 
quarters, withdrawing to Salisbury. 


Seized by panic, the “big men of Free Africa" began to leave Rhodesia even 
before the elections took place, From the Hotel Ambassador in Salisbury, 
some of them leave for South Africa together with mercenaries of the Selous 
Scouts and Muzorewa's "Auxiliaries." Others go to Malawi. 


Ron Reid Daily, the former chief of the Selous Scouts, who before the 
elections in Salisbury recruited entire units of Selous Scouts for the 
South African Army, promised to procure a new patron for "Free Africa." 
And, indeed, he suggests that "not everyone leave Rhodesia,” pointing out 
that "the soldiers should go to the areas between Melsetter and Chipinga.” 


Precedents 


Shortly after the proclamation of independence in Mozambique, Domingos 

Arouca, a former large landowner in Inhambane who had left Mozambique during 
the transition government, held a meeting with Jorge Jardim in a London hotel. 
There, they discussed the formation of a group that would counter the con- 
solidation of a FRELIMO government in Mozambique and the installion of 
people's power. 


Jorge Jardim, who has close connections with the "Fascist International", 
promised Arouca the support of that organization. He also offered to 
supply the means for recruiting several hundred former GE's, GEP's, Flechas 
and Commandos then living in South Africa, Rhodesia, Malawi and Portugal. 


Jorge Jardim, Jardim's private secretary when the latter lived in Mozambique 
and executor of his crimes, was indictated as the person to contact in 
Malawi. 


As a matter of fact, this "right arm” of Jardim's had the whole file of the 
GE's in his possession. In an operation he carried out shortly before the 
signing of the Lusaka agreements, he had entered the former consulate of 
Malawi in that city and taken the whole file pertaining to recruitment and 
information about the operations conducted by the GE's during the colonial 
period. 


With the failure of the 7 September coup attempt, the groups connected 
with Jardim were neutralized in Mozambique. Arouca, who had not become 
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directly involved in the coup, decided to leave for Lisbon for other reasons: 
he had aspired to be named by FRELIMO to the position of prime minister in 
the transition government. 


In view of the obvious impossibility of occupying that position and with the 
prospect of not gaining support to evict the peasants who had occupied his 
coconut plantations in Inhambane, Arouca arrived in Lisbon and immediately 
began a campaign to discredit FRELIMO. It is then that he begins his 
contacts with Jardim, people connected with Spinola, and later, with agents 
of the Rhodesian and Malawi Special Branch in Lisbon, Paris and London. 





At the meeting he holds with Jardim in London, already after the proclama- 
tion of independence in Mozambique, he gains the support of the most p 
reactionary imperialist circles: the "Fascist International," the racist 

Rhodesian regime, certain openings from Malawi and indirect support from 

South Africa. 


The nationalizations that took place in Mozambique a month after 25 June 
1975 similarly produce new "Aroucas." With aspirations of replacing 
colonialism, the Mozambican domestic bourgeoisie feels threatened, isolated 
and without the economic bases to consolidate their own aspirations. 


The departure for Lisbon, Rhodesia and South Aftica of several hundred 
returnees, some of them subjectively identified with the Mozambican domestic 
bourgeoisie, is similarly a new field of recruitment for the group. Despite 
everything, the action of this little political group is restricted, limited 
to a few scurrilous leaflets published in Portugal and South Africa. 


As a matter of fact, only the creation of a whole new dynamics for the 
liberation struggle in southern Africa resulting from the independence of 
Mozambique and Angola was to create an executive function for all of this 
movement . 


How It Was Created 


As a high-ranking official of the Rhodesian Special Branch revealed in 
Salisbury, "we are completely responsible for the creation of the ‘National 
Resistance Movement.'" The official from that intelligence service, who 
asked to remain anonymous, declared that "the resistance was our answer to 
the support that Mozambique decided to give militarily .to the Patriotic 
Front of Zimbabwe. 


It was the reopening of the Northeast Front (from Tete) and the opening 
of the armed struggle fronts in Manica and Gaza in early 1976 in Zimbabwe 
that, in fact, evoked that response by the Rhodesian regime. 


According to our source, Arouca and Cristina were contacted "at the end of 
1975 by some of our men." Cristina then came to Rhodesia to contact the 
former GE's, GEP's, Commandos and Flechas "supplying us with all the files 
of Jardim's army." 
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In Bindura, a city north of Salisbury, a military center was opened to 
receive and train the former soldiers of Jardim's private army with the 
support of the former PIDE's who, in the meantime, has begun to work in 
the Special Branch. "Some groups coming from Malawi" were also received 
there, 


At this time, a new section was also created in the Rhodesian intelligence 
service: the "Portuguese S@tion," connected with the external operations 
service. 


According to the source that made these revelations, the Special Branch 
ordered that Jardim not be directly involved "in this operation owing to 
the fact that there were some contradictions between that individual and 
the Rhodesian regime.'' The contradictions refer to the period of 1966 
when Jardim took advantage of the sanctions imposed by Great Britain to 
carry on a profitable business tannsporting gasoline to Rhodesia through 
the SONAP Company, since he had succeeded in forcing the closing of the 
Beira-Umtali pipeline. 


By orders of the Special Branch, Jardim was given the mission of coordi- 
nating the support of Malawi; Cristina was to be the liaison man between 
Malawi and Rhodesia; and Arouca would coordinate the political propaganda 
action with the Mozambican returnees in Lisbon and South Africa. 


When the borders between Mozambique and Rhodesia were closed by decision 
of the Mozambican Government on 3 March 1976, "the first group was already 
prepared to begin action." The group was headed by a member of the FPLM 
in Beira named Andre, who had participated in the armed struggle in Mozam- 
bique's Sefala Province, and had been expelled for corruption and robbery. 


The strategy for the armed actioas of the "Resistance" was defined by the 
Rhodesian Special Branch as “waging a supply war. Thst is how the high- 
ranking official of the special Branch who made those revelations to us 
described it. 


Andre and his group were supposed to utilize the knowledge they had acquired 
during the colonial war in Mozambique to carry out their armed and espionage 
operations, with the guarantee that the Rhodesian Army would give aii 
logistic support necessary in terms of communications, transportation, food, 
etc. 


The border-crossing points were defined as the area of Mucumbura and Magoe 
for Tete Province; Hondey Valley for access to Catandica and Gorongosa; 

and the valley between Tsetsera and Chimanimani fo1 access to the provinces 
of Manica and Sofala. 


The first operations of the "MNR" took place in April 1976 in Tete against 
canteens, people's stores, health centers and plantations near the frontiers. 
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The illegal Miodeslan regime thereby sought to create supply difficulties 
for the people in those areas. At the same time, according to thea, those 
actions would have the effect of diecrediting the Nosembican Government 


among the peasante. 


In view of the initiation of radio broadcasts by the “Voice of Zimbabwe" 
from Maputo, the Special Branch decided to crea@ |< so-called "Voice 
of Free Africa.” ite broadcasting centers were the same ae those of the 
Rhodesian Broadcasting Corporation in G@vele, Port Victoria and Ustali. 


The {iret armed operations of the "WAR" created by the Rhedesians had a 
certain effect in Mosambique. On the one head, the peasante in certain 
remote areas found themselves forced to ac opt the offere of salt, corn and 
soap coming from Rhodesia, On the other, the Mogambican domestic bourgeot- 
sie disappointed over not being able to replace the Portuguese settlers, 
feel that the Rhodesian actions say lead the government in Mozambique to 
make concessions to ther, 


The espionage operations conducted by agente of Mozambican nationality also 
produce some results for the Rhodesian aggression against the People's 
Republic of Mozambique. A number of attacke against the provinces of Manica 
and Tete in early December 1976 affected important economic and centers in 
those two provinces. 


Despite everything, with the development of the war the actions of the so- 
called “Resistan:e began to prove unsuccessful. Because the methods used 
were a vertable repetition of those practiced by the GE's during the colo- 
nial war in Mozambique, they proved unsuccessful for the Rhodesian Army. 


in Mucumbura, where the population had suffered the sassacres by the 
Rhodesians and Portuguese commandos in 1972 and 1973, support for the 
liberation struggle in 7imbabwe grew to the point where there were cases of 
Mozaembicans who wanted to join the fighters of the Zimbabwe African Libera- 
tion Army (ZANLA). in the area of Gorongosa, the crimes practiced by the 
Mozambican merceneraries led the population to report them systematically 
to the FPLM for the violation of minors, civil crimes, and torture. 


A glaring example of the lack of support for the actions of the Rhodesian 
groups infiltrated into Mozambique is the circumstances that led in October 
of last year to the death of Andre. indeed, it was the witch doctors of 
the area of Gorongosea on whom he relied who tastigated him to attack the 
town of Gorongosa “because the FPLM is not there.” 


On the following day, when the group was descending the mountain to attack 
the town of Gorongosa, he found a powerful FPLM force there with tanks and 
other heavy military equipment. Seriously wounded, he was removed that 
same day by a Rhodesian Army helicopter to Ustali where he died. 
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Lancaster House 


At a reception given on 11 September 1979 by Lord Carrington for the 
Rhodesian delegation attending the Lancaster House talks in London, Bisho) 
Musorewa appeared «ith a atrange guest. The former large landowner, 
Domingos Arouca, was present as a “friend of Rhodesia," “personal i clend 
of Mugorewa,” ae a Briileh newepaper stated at the time, 


At the same time, Rhodesian forces, which included Mozambican mercenaric:, 
withdrew from the province of Gaza in Mozambique where they suffered heavy 
loseee--the highest suffered since the beginning of the aggression: 15 
white officers from the various branches of the Rhodesian forces. 


The illegal Salisbury regime, in close collaboration with the South African 
Government (It is now learned that a South African airport, and South 
African helicopters and pilote were ueed in the Gaza operation), had planned 
a huge military and diplomatic offensive to coincide with the London con- 
ference on the Rhodesian problem. 


The purpose of the plan was to internationally isolate the Patriotic Front 
bringing about acceptance of the Mua~rewa government. At the same time, 
that action would be complemented by various acts of aggression against 
Mozambique, for the purpose of destroying our economy, militarily wearing 
out our FPLM and liquidating the ZANLA, the principal elements responsible 
for armed struggle in Zimbabwe. 


The military defeat of the Rhodesian Army in Mavonde in Manica Province at 
the end of October 1979 caused the original plan to fail completely. (The 
loss of more than 100 men has been confirmed in Salisbury today.) Peter 
Walls, the supreme commander of the army of the Rhodesian regime, left for 
London where he acquainted his delegation with the facts and decided on a 
joint agreement with the Patriotic Front. On his arrival at the British 
capital, he declared categorically that "this problem can only have a 
political solution." 


After that, Lancaster House, where Muzorewa emerged certain of a possible 
diplomatic victory, became a real embarrassment for the Rhodesians. The 
leadership of the delegation was, in practice, quickly turned over to 
Walle, while Muzorewa left for Salisbury to begin his election campaign 
amid the fear and certainty that he would have to face the Zanu and the 
Zimbabwe African People's Union (ZAPU) in a popular vote decision. 


With the signing of the agreement in London on 21 December 1979, exactly 

? years after the first Zanla group carried out its first armed action from 
our liberated areas of Tete in 1972, the Rhodesian creation of "Resistance" 
suffered a heavy and irreperable blow. 


On the one hand, the armed groupe infiltrated into Mozambique during the 
London conference for the purpose of establishing bases had been neutralized 
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and expelled from the whole area of Gorongoswa. At the same time, all the 
uncertainty about the future of the regime then headed by Muzorewa emerged 
within the Rhodesian intelligence service. 


Beginning in January of thie year, the Special Branch became the object 

of pressure from the British colonial government in Rhodesia. Lord Soames 
informed the military leaders and leaders of the Rhodesian intelligence 
service that their activities in Mozambique must end because they were 
contrary to the spirit of the London agreement. 


At that time, an individual connected with the British military establishment 
stationed in Umtali told us that "we supplied the governor with concrete 
indications that ‘resistance’ was not an autonomous movement but a camou- 
flaged operation for the Rhodesian forces of aggression. It is difficult 

to seperate the Rhodesian forces from those groups because they are the 
same," the British colonel told us at the end of January of this year. 


At about the same time, a residence where some of the Mozambican military 
agents of the Special Branch were housed in Umtali was evacuated. On 10 
February, shortly before the elections, several of those individuals checked 
into the Hotel Ambassador in Salisbury. They “mysteriously” disappeared 

from there until the announcement of the election results at the beginning 

of March. Some left with radio equipment for South Africa, other for Malawi. 


At that same time, the "Voice of Quizumba" changed ite headquarters. The 
broadcast centers of Fort Victoria, Umtali and Gwelo were evacuated by those 
individuals and we witnessed the temporary closing of that station, its 

last broadcasts from Rhodesia being characterized by the voice of panic. 


Last Phase 


The prospect of an election victory by ZANU (FP) in Rhodesia and the 
possibility of the formation of an independent government decided by that 
party placed the more reactionary Rhodesian forces in a similarly desperate 
situation. 


Throughout February, the most extremist circles of the illegal Rhodesian 
regime prepared the groundwork for a coup d'etat in the event the victory 

of President Mugabe's party was confirmed Then we witnessed the sending 

of many groups of Selous Scouts and many hundreds of Muzorewa's “auxiliaries” 
to South Africa and, finally, the attempt to confront General Walls when he 
expressed himself against supporting a coup d'etat. 


During that period, various armed groups comprised essentially of Mozambicans 
systematically began to head from Hondey Valley, Bindura, Salisbury and the 
Buhera area to the area between Melsetter and Chipinga. The same thing 
happened with the groups infiltrated into Mozambique, which headed for the 
Espungabera mountains. 

















The Rhodesatan coffee plantation area then became the last redoubt for the 
support that hostile elements of the police continued to give the "MNR" 
groups. On the one hand, in Chipinga and Meleetter, some white police 
furnished citizenship cards to the Mozambican counterrevolutionaries, and 
on the other, certain farmers offered them employment in their coffee 
plantations at minimum wages of $14. 


It was in those plantations that the last groups of Mozambicans massed-- 
estimated by some Western journalists at about 400 men, 


At the end of February, when Ron Reid Daily (former chief of the Selous 
Scouts who ia now living in Johannesburg) visited Salisbury to recruit some 
units of his former group to operate in Namibia, he sent one of his collab- 
orators to Chipinga accompanied by Cristina. It was then that the support 
that would soon be received from certain South African forces was defined. 


It was during this period that the Sitatonga II encampment was built in 
Espungabera. Beginning in early March of this year, this encampment was 
supplied with food, arms and other military material from two plantations 
in the Chipinga area by two planes and one helicopter also coming from 
South Africa. 


Portuguese, Rhodesians and South Africans who had participated in various 
acts of aggression during the Rhodesian war against Mozambique, frequently 
visited the Sitatonga II encampment from the airstrips in the Chipinga 
plantations. The first armed actions which took place, beginning in April, 
against means of communication and transportation, an electric power station 
and civilian targets were programed from there. Scores of young peasants 
were similarly taken by force to Melsetter and Chipinga where they were 
immediately given jobs in the coffee plantations and given citizenship cards. 
The last of these groups arrived in Melsetter in mid-June in the very midst 
of the FPLM siege operation against Sitatonga II. 


From the Zimbabwe side, according to statements made to us by certain 
government officials, this situation now began to be clarified and measures 
were taken. To that effect, the Zimbabwe Government sent some units 
comprised of former soldiers of the ZANLA and Rhodesian Light Infantry to 
the triangular region included between the central zone of the district of 
Buhera, Chipinga and Melsetter. 


In that way, the siege and destroy operations organized by the FPLM on the 
Mozambican side "will be complemented by control and neutralization opera- 
tions from the Zimbabwe side against the bandits," as the minister of state 
for the presidency of Zimbabwe told us in that regard. He said that his 
government was taking these measures not only "as unilateral support for 
Mozambique but as a way of promptly neutralizing any external action that 
might have the object of creating identical groups to operate within our 
territory. I am certain,’ he said in conclusion, "that the danger does not 
come from Zimbabwe but from the South."

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MINISTERS' COUNCIL: WE SUPPORT ANY ACTION AGAINST SWAPO

[Text] Windhoek: The SWA/Namibian Ministers’ Council said in Windhoek 
yesterday it associated itself fully with the attack by South African 
and SWA/Namibian forces on the southern Angolan town of Chitado. 


At the same time, it warned that it would support any action againet SWAPO-- 
“wherever it might take place'--addiug that running away and hiding would 
not save the terrorist organisation from vengeance "for ite murderous at- 
tacks on innocent people.” 


Twenty-seven Angolan Government soldiers and SWAPO terrorists were killed 
in the attack on the town, which was apparently weed by SWAPO forces as a 
transit camp for incursions into Kaokoland in north-western SWA/Namibia 
and attacks on the border town of Ruacana. 


Referring to SWAPO in a statement as “petty racists" who could not even 
maintain peace and order in their own ranks, the Ministers’ Council said 
that in ite “cowardly” attack on Ruacana a few days ago, the organisation 
had once again shown that its “blood-thirsty attacks are aimed at the 
common citizens of this country.” 


The ineffectiveness of SWAPO's stand-off mortar attack on the border town 
was evidently due to the fact that the terrorists had tried to beat a hasty 
retreat again immediately after launching the attack. 


SWAPO had also displayed this tendency when confronted in its “hiding 
places" by SA and SWA/Namibian security forces during recent attacks on 
SWAPO bases in Angola, the statement said.

Tension within the SWAPO leadership had been known for some time, and Mr 
Muyongo’s expuleion from the party had not come as a surprise, Dr Viljoen 
said. 


Replying to a question, he said Mr Muyongo would be considered for amnesty 
in SWA, provided he fulfilled the conditions of the amnesty offer. 


“Our information ie that SWAPO is very strongly Owambo-orientated among its 
leadership,” he said. 


"The other groupe are, therefore, not as acceptable." 


Caprivi was separated from SWA in the whole context of the territory. Mr 
Muyongo's idea of a separate political entity for Caprivi had existed for 
a long time because of its geographical isolation. 


Replying to a question, Dr Viljoen said there had not been an increased 


number of SWAPO terrorists who had come over to SWA because of his amnesty 
stter. 


However, the offer had had a disrupting influence within the military struc- 
ture of the organisation. 


He confirmed that a number of former SWAPO "cadres" who had given themsel- 
ves up in terme of the amnesty, had joined the security forces because they 
felt safer there.

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SWAPO D SPLINTER GROUP CALLS SHEIPANGA POLITICAL RISK

[Text] Four executive members of the SWAPO Democrats under the leader- 
ship of Mr Andreas Shipanga have broken away from this political party 
because they no longer have any confidence in Mr Shipanga's leadership. 


The four are Messrs Samson Ndeikwila, former secretary for Finance; Hizipo 
Shikondombolo, chief representative for SWAPO D in Keetmanshoop; Matthew 

Haikali, chief representative for Walvis Bay and Homateni Erastus, deputy 
secretary for Transport and Assistant chief representative for Walvis Bay. 


In a press release they set out detailed reasons for leaving SWAPO D as 
well as their plans for the future. 


The four dissidents stated that they have worked with Mr Shipanga for two 
years, and have come to the conclusion that he was "unable to lead and 
unite a party, let alone a country.” 


They said they took a "political risk" in accepting Mr Shipanga as leader 
of SWAPO D, as he was rejected as a politician not only among Black and 
Brown Namibians, but was also unpopular in independent African states. 


"Therefore SWAPO D under his leadership will neither be in a position to 
rally popular support inside the country nor gain viable recognition out- 
side." 


The statement further alleged that SWAPO D was being steered by double deal- 
ing and expediency because of Mr Shipanga's innate disposition. 


"The fact that Black and Brown Namibians would boycott public meetings 
while SWAPO D was under Mr Shipanga's leadership rendered SWAPO D irrele- 
vant as far as the situation inside Namibia was concerned."

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NATIONAL ASSEMBLY TO CONTROL DEFENSE BUDGET

[Text] Although the SWA National Assembly will receive executive powers 
over SWA military unite, South Africa will not diminish ite military re- 
aponsibility in the Territory, the Administrator-General, Dr Gerrit Viljoen 
said in Windhoek on Friday. 


He said that as from next year, the National Assembly would be responsible 
for the Budget of the SWA Defence Force. 


Dr Viljoen said formalities tor the tranafer of the SWA Defence Force to 
the Central Government of the territory had not been completed 


As soon as this had been done, he and the General-Officer Com. ding SWA 
Command of the Defence Force, would make an announcement at a special 
Press conference. 


The formalities had been all but completed. Only the final signatures 
had still to be put to it. 


Dr Viljoen said the transfer was not purely a constitutional development. 


There were excellent inherent reasons why the Central Government in SWA 
should have control over ite own security forces. 


It was, firetly, important that the population of SWA should become involved 
in its own security forces and defence. 


“They muet feel their forces are their own,” he said. “We should move 
avay from the impression that South Africa is keeping things safe here for 
us...that, as some hostile elements sometimes put it, it is the Boers who 
are defending SWA. 


"The transfer of contro] over the security forces must give expression to 
the feeling that, in this field as well, the entire population of South- 
West is handling its own interests.”

[Text] The SWA Territory force conetated of Southwesters and they could 

not be expected to disband or withdraw completely from the Territory in 
accordance with Resolution 435 of the United Nations Security council, 
Maior General Jannie Geldenhuys, Officer Commanding the SWA Territory Force, 
gaid on Friday. 


Replying to a question at a joint press conference with the AG, he said: 
“It te important to take into consideration that the SWA Territory Force 
coneiste of unite who are permanently in SWA. 


“The members of the SWA units are Southwesters who live here permanently. 
We can, therefore, not simply expect them to withdraw from the Territory, 
as required by Resolution 435--should the resolution be implemented." 


He said these SWA units could aleo not be disbanded because they were in 
the service of the State and were dependent on their service for liveli- 
hood. 


South African forces would withdraw “back home" in terme of the resolution. 


General Geldenhuys said the citizen air force unit in the territory would 
form the nucleus of a future SWA air force. 


Although there were negotiations, he could not foresee a navy for the terri- 
tory in the foreseeable future. Maritime functions would still be performed 
by the South African Navy. 


The South African Navy and Air Yorce regularly patrolled the SWA coast, 
especially with Russian trawlers in mind. 


It was hoped that SWA and SA would reach a formal agreement, especially 
after independence, ss to how the patrolling would be done. 


Replying to another question, he said, in talks with the UN, the South 
African Government was given to understand, et a certain stage, that SWA 
forces dic not have to withdraw outside the territory. 
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"But subsequent events were such that we are not absolutely sure of where 
we atand on this point at this stage,’ General Geldenhuys said, 


General Geldenhuya said, with a few exceptions, the AG now had full control 
over the SWA Territory Force. 


One of the exceptions is that the eventual responsibility for the security 
of SWA wae etill vested in the Head of the SADF. 


The reason for this was to avoid a split command and to make only one en- 
tity responsible for the security of the Territory. 


Members of the SWA Territory Force would remain members of the SADF, but 
control over them had been transferred to the AG. 


Logistics and finance were also affected by the transfer of control to the 
AG, he said, 


The AG would, for instance, be empowered to buy equipment for the SWA 
Territory Force and to establish facilities for it. 


Dealing with the subdivicions of the Territory's forces, General Gelden- 
huys pointed out that the SWA Command no longer existed. It was now offi- 
ctally the SWA Territory Force. 


The SWA Territory Force consists of two main components--the Reaction Force 
and the Area Forces. 


Old established citizen force units had been included in the Reaction Force 
which was mainly trained for conventional warfare, but was also used in an 
anti-ineurgency role. 


Established Commando units had been taken up in Area Forces. 


Replying to a question, General Geldenhuys said the air force would, for 
operational purposes, remain under the SADF. 


The established 112 Commando Squadron in SWA would now become 1 SWA Squad- 
ron and would form part of the SWA Territory Force.--SAPA

LANDMINE DEATHS--Fourteen Owambo civilians died violently aad five were 
injured in two separate landmine explosione in Owambo yesterday at about 

5 pm. Mr Daan Oosthuizen, Secretary of the Owambo Administration told the 
Advertiser thie morning that the names of the dead and injured could not 

be released yet because the next of kin still had to be notified. He said 
that the landmine explosion which killed 12 people occured near the kraal of 
Minieter Tara Imbili, about four kms north of Ondangwa, and at thie stage 
the people had not yet been identified. Mr Imbili is a senior Minister and 
Chairman of the Agricultural and Mature Conservation Committee of the Central 
Government. 12 people were killed and three injured, two of them seriously, 
when 4 vehicle triggered a landmine on a bush track near the kraal. Two 

of the injured, according to Mr Oosthuizen were admitted to the State 
Hospital at Oshakati and one was being treated at the Defense sick-bay 
there. Im the other incident, two Owambo civilians were killed and two 
injured about 224 kilometres west of Oshakati when their vehicle triggered 

4 landmine on the road between Oshakati and Ruacana. No further details 
were available.

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SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE 


COUNTRY REPORTEDLY UNDER RADICAL, ANGOLAN INFLUENCE 
Rabat L'OPINION in French 4 Aug 80 pp 1-2 
{[Article: "Sao Tome and Principe or ‘The Peace of Prisons'") 


(Text) - 1,500 Angolan soldiers, with Cuban and 
Soviet officers, reign over the 80,000 inhabitants 
of the archipelago. 


- The minister of Defense and Internal Affairs has 
fought in the Portuguese army against Guinea-Bissau 
guerrillas. 


Paris (MAP)--In its mots recent issue, the weekly bulletin L'ECHO DE 
L'AFRIQUE published in Paris devotes a long article to the political 
situation in the Sao Tome and Principe archipelago, which is marked by 
Soviet, Cuban and Angolan influences and by the repression of any form 
of democratic opposition. 


“Located 300 km from the Gabonese coasts, the small archipelago of Sao 
Tome and Principe--Portuguese until its independence on 12 July 1975-- 

is becoming increasingly isolated from the Western world,” the bulletin 
states. "In spite of some discontent among the population, no real threat 
of destabilization of the present regime seems likely to arise in the 

short term. Subjected to an intense propaganda from various Angolan, Cuban 
and Soviet elements solidly established in the archipelago, its 80,000 
inhabitants, whether they like it or not, must watch as their county is 
becoming a miniature people's democracy.” 


"Since the anti-government demonstrations of July 1979, which protested 

the conditions under which the Sao Tome government had intended to take 

a general census of the population, the ‘peace of prisons’ prevails almost 
everywhere. No organized opposition party, either on location or from 
another African state, from Portugal or from any European country is either 
formed or in the process of being formed.” 


"It all began in 1977, in January, when Mr Da Graca, then minister of 
Public Health, took the opportunity of some surgery which he had performed 
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in the German Democratic Republic to ‘choose freedom.' In Lisbon, where 

he had stopped on his way to exile in Gebon, this nationalist leader, former 
leader of the Sao Tome and Principe Liberation Movement (MESTP), announced 
his resignation. Now 4 physician at the public health center of the 
Gabonese capital, Mr Da Graca has given up all political activities for 

over three years. This did not prevent the Sao Tome government from sen- 
tencing him, in absentia, to 24 years in prison... for conspiracy." 


This conspiracy trumped up in 1977 by the Sao Tome leaders has enabled 
them to bring into their country 1,500 Angolan soliders--with Cuban and 
Soviet officers--which return to Luanda only to be replaced by new troops. 
Since then, the state of dependence of the archipelago toward Angola has 
keept increasing. 


"The present government, officially headed by Mr Pinto Da Costa, president 
of the republic, a former economist who completed his studies in Pankov, is 
in fact entirely in the hands of two personalities who have much closer ties 
to the Eastern Bloc: Mr Daniel Dayo, and Mrs Alda Spiritu Santo. Now 
minister of Defense and Internal Affairs, and therefore concentrating 

large powers in his hands, the former is considered by western diplomats 

to be a KGB agent; a former lower-level civil servant during the colonial 
era, he fought with the Portuguese army against Guinea-Bissau guerrillas; 
there is much for which he now needs to be forgiven, and he has chosen to 

go to the other extreme." 


The latter is minister of Information and has very bad memories of her 
relations with Lisbon; as a member of the communist party, she was arrested 
on several occasions while a student in Portugal: a talented poet, she is 
also well-known for her flawless dogmatism and is considered the most 
Stalinian element of the small group which, as early as 1976, eliminated 
the moderate leaders. 


Arrested on the Premises of the UN Representation 


"The latter, who had wished to entertain friendly relations with Gabon and 
with western countries, including France, while practicing a policy of true 
nonalinement, were eliminated one after the other. After Mr Da Graca, 

Mr Lionel d'Alva, former minister of Foreign Affairs, had his turn and was 
sent to East Berlin to be ‘reeducated'; then Mr Joseph Frete, former 
minister of Territorial Administration, was imprisoned for a year; then 
Captain Nuno Dias, since then deceased in an helicopter ‘accident’; and, 
last but not least, former Prime Minister Miguel Trovoada. The latter--who 
in August 1979 had taken refuge on the premises of the UN embassy in Sao 
Tome, and was arrested there three weeks later--is still imprisoned without 
trial.” 


After reviewing the ties which have existed between the archipelago and 
Angola since the time of the Portuguese colonization and of the collaboration 
between the various African liberation movements, L'ECHO DE L'AFRIQUE states 
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that "Sao Tome and Principe has long been administered from Angola, of 
which it depended. Both countries, therefore, have not only shared the 
same colonization, but also the same administration, during part of their 
history. Their inhabitants speak the same language and have the same 
traditions. Provided with schools at an earlier date, the Sao Tomians have 
long supplied the Portuguese administration with clerks for Angola. Like 
the Cape Verdians established in Guinea-Bissau, these lower cadres have 
become members of the sole party and strongly support the policy of their 
host country, even at the expense of their own country where they could 

not find work." 


"The international political situation contributes to maintaining the 
marxist team at the head of the Sao Tomian state. The United States and 
France, now in a preelection period, do not wish to take any foreign 
initiative which might compromise the reelection of presidents Jimmy Carter 
and Valery Giscard d'Estaing,” L'ECHO DE L'APRIQUE concludes.

OFFICIAL DENIES EXISTENCE OF RUMORED RICE SHORTAGE 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 5 Aug 80 p 3 
[Article by Abdallah Faye: "Rice--No Shortage") 


[Excerpt] The ¢.rector of the Price Equalization and Stabilization Fund 
(CPSP) was categorical in his assertion that there has been no shortage 

of rice, as rumor would have it. Senegal has been regularly supplied with 
rice, and in the month of July, 22,137.859 tons were distributed through- 
out the country. For this month, a stock of 70,000 tons of rice is 
expected, with the arrival of 7 vessels, the first of which is now unloading 
in the port of Dakar. Between 25 July and 2 August 5,600 tons were distrib- 
uted in Cap-Vert. 


However, there was indeed a shortage situation in Cap-Vert resulting from 
the withholding of stocks by merchants who perhaps believed that rice would 
be in short supply. A number have just been penalized by the economic 
control authorities, while the CPSP plans to saturate the market by assign- 
ing special quotas to the SONADIS [National Senegalese Supply and 
Distribution Company] and certain large integrated sales outlets. 


About 30,000 tons of rice will thus be distributed, as compared to the usual 
23,000, solely to offset the nefarious action of speculative merchants. 

The CPSP, Mr Masson Diop said, plans to rely on the economic control depart- 
ment and the association for the defense of the consumer to correct 
irregularities in the rice distribution circuit. 


Otherwise, at this rate, we would soon be faced with annual imports 
averaging 370,000 tons of rice as compared to the regular 230,000. This is 
the more serious, Mr Diop explained, because Senegal pays for its rice in 
dollars, resulting in a very substantial foreign exchange rate. The 
merchant who holds back stock chinks little about this aspect of the 
problem, concerned above all with making a good profit at the expense of 
the consumer. 


With the support of the economic control department, representatives at 
the port on the distribution level, and with the support of the newly 
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created association for the defense of the consumer, it will be very easy 
in the future to trap the shady dealers, for the chain of events will have 
been mastered. Penalties have been imposed, but to discourage these 
speculators it will be necessary to go farther, even to the point of elim- 
inating shady merchants from the rice sales circuit in order to purge it 
entirely of irregularities,

This Diam Niadio Kabor deposit te linked with the Cap des Biches power 
plant of the Senegalese Electrical Energy Distribution Company, which pro- 
duced 635 million kilowatt hours in 1979, by a gas pipeline. The gas 
turbine, which produces only 52 million kilowatt hours, will be used as a 
reserve unit. Along with the diesel and steam generating groupe currently 
in use, it can be supplied until 1995, and should make an annual saving 
in purchases of ofl products of 111 million CPA france possible.

He said that Africa has not yet been blinded to the supermaterial realities 
of life and their fundamental importance to human existence and had therefore 
become the Church's growing point. 


Rev. Kiyberg said that just like every right ginded person valued his house- 
hold family, the Church as 4 household of God, similarly was concerned 

with the attention it gave to christianity, however, trivial this sight 
seen. 


He said the fact that people from different creeds gathered each Sunday 
around the altar was proof enough to show that the struggle for men's minds 
continued. 


Meamvhile, Rev. Kiyberg has appealed to the people of Lusaka to come in full

According to trade statistuce released by the commercial) attache at the 
Royal Belgian Embassy, Mr Walter Bultynvk in Lusaka yesterday, total value 
of exports to Zambia in 1979 stood at about K12 million, while those to 
Belgium were K43 million--giving Zambia a surplus of K3l million. He 
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explained that trade between his country and Zambia included Luxembourg which 
formed the Belgian Luxembourg tconomic Union (BLEU). In 1978 Zambia imported 
goods worth about KS million from belgium but this rose to Ki2 million,
